A petition in support of the delegations’ request was submitted to the City 
Clerk’s Office. 


Mr. Joe Di Giuseppe, Bold Oak Estates, circulated drawings showing the 
intersection of Cottrelle Boulevard and Highway #50 and the location of 
Bold Oak Plaza at the corner of Cottrelle Boulevard. He stated that Bold 
Oak Estates constructed the median on Cottrelle Boulevard which is 
shown on the drawings with site plan approval. He is aware of the difficulty 
customers are experiencing as the median restricts access to the plaza. 
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He explained that a portion of the median as shown on the drawing can be 
removed to allow easier access to the plaza and that Bold Oak Estates is 
willing to take care of the matter. 


Mr. Edwar Rafo, George’s Convenience, Bold Oak Plaza, advised that all 
the businesses at the plaza have experienced at least 60 percent decline 
in business since the median was installed. He felt that the business 
owners should have been consulted regarding the construction of the 
median. He claims that customers have refused to frequent the location 
and they have complained to him that access is difficult and dangerous. 
On behalf of the other tenants of the plaza he requested a safe resolution 
of the situation by having portions of the median removed to allow safe 
and easy access to the plaza. 


Committee noted the concerns raised by the delegations and requested 
that a temporary solution be considered for now since the construction of 
Cottrelle Boulevard is incomplete and not fully open to the public.

Mr. Major Singh appeared on behalf of Hardial Bhella and Dineshbhal

Their concerns and comments are as follows: 

o the existing cost sharing policies in the Sandringham Wellington 
Secondary Plan were approved by the City in 1988, almost twenty 
years ago 

o the present policies governing cost sharing agreements have been 
largely successful and has been the basis for implementing and 
funding infrastructure which includes sharing of several community 
land uses such as schools, parks, roads and woodlots 

o the cost sharing agreement ensures that the financial burden of 
providing the infrastructure and community land uses in a community 
are shared equally and fairly by developers 

o both residents and developers benefit from the existing cost sharing 
agreement when the required public facilities and services are 
provided in a timely manner and in the right location at a minimal cost 
to the City 

o toconsider changes to the current cost sharing policies would create 
uncertainly amongst the development industry and may be viewed as a 
threat to them 

o the City must stand behind its existing policies and disallow requests 
that challenge a decision that was made by Council more than twenty 
years ago 

o cost sharing is an effective mechanism that has served the 
development industry well and should not be dismantled at the request 
of a developer who has difficulties with the obligations within the policy 
pertaining to schools, parkland and woodlots 
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o the applicant has previously participated in cost sharing agreements 
for other subdivisions and is well aware that the policies are fair, 
equitable and essential to ensure that benefiting developers pay their 
fair share of all costs 

o members of the development industry have developments across the 
entire City, and have participated in effective cost sharing in other 
Secondary Plan Areas (i.e. Bram East, Credit Valley, Bram West) 

o the cost sharing policies in other Secondary Plans such as the Credit 
Valley Secondary Plan, are not necessarily comparable with, and 
applicable to the policies in the Sandringham Wellington Secondary 
Plan. 


Mr. Jeff Davies, Davies Howe Partners, legal counsel for the applicant, 
provided the following comments in support of the proposed changes to 
the cost sharing policies: 

o cost sharing policies in the Sandringham Wellington Secondary Plan 
were created for the development of the Springdale community, 
however much has changed over the years with respect to funding for 
community land uses 

o the province now has a funding formula for schools which was not in 
existence in 1990 and school boards now pay market value for school 
sites 

o cost sharing policies in the Credit Valley Secondary Plan are much 
more democratic because it tolerates a different view and difference of 
opinion with respect to the policies for funding 

o developers should not be bound to ‘yesterday’s contract’ but should be 
allowed the freedom to request change to the policies if they choose 

o Client is willing pay his fair share of the costs for providing schools, 
parks and woodlots, but they will do so through a democratic process 

o Client is prepared to pay immediately with respect to all of the 
community land uses specified in the existing cost sharing agreement, 
except for parks, schools and woodlots 

o there are no issues with the provisions of the existing cost sharing 
agreement that requires payment for stormwater management ponds 

o Client would be willing to put up a letter of credit with an escrow agent 
or trustee for the cost of the various community land uses (other than 
parks, schools and woodlots), and payment would occur once the 
issues under dispute are resolved.

Concerns were 
also expressed with respect to any potential expropriation of land for the 
proposed widening of Mississauga Road, and the responsibility for any 
damage that may arise to the sceptic system during the road widening.

Harry Blackburn, 1281 Martin’s Boulevard, Brampton, was of the opinion 
that clarification on the existing interim control by-law for the area is 
required with respect to construction guidelines, completion of residential 
hamlet zoning and a clear indication of what lands are subject to 
restrictions by Credit Valley Conservation. He advised that the proposed 
by-law is supportable once clarification is provided on the three aspects of 
the interim control by-law. 


Filippo Riccio, 7662 Creditview Road, Brampton, was concerned about the 
proposed changes to the Churchville Heritage Boundary because of the 
impact on his property on Creditview Road, which may hinder future 
development of his property. Mr. Riccio stated that Edmonton Street was 
extended to the edge of the Heritage Conservation District Boundary by 
Council to enable his and his neighbours’ lands to be developed in the 
future.

Ms. M. Gervais, Development Planner, gave a presentation and provided 
details of the proposal for the Sub-area Block Plan to provide a unique 
“community core” at the subject location by creating a mix of open space, 
commercial, institutional and higher density residential land uses to create 
a landmark community for the City. 


Mr. George Kee, President, Huttonville Residents’ Association, complimented 
staff on the comprehensiveness of the report. He advised however, that his 
concerns remain with respect to access and potential traffic impact on 
Creditview Road. He suggested that staff investigate the situation further 
because of the traffic volume anticipated for the area. He requested that 
measures be put in place to safeguard against a tax increase for existing 
homeowners. He stressed the need for infrastructure to be in place to support 
the proposed development in order to reduce the impact of development on 
existing residents and their quality of life. With respect to the preservation of 
wildlife and the natural features of the community, he felt that a further study 
was required. 


Mr. John Robic, Vice-President, Huttonville Residents’ Association, 
questioned whether CP Rail or Orangeville Rail was contacted for 
comments with respect railway tracks which may become part of a future 
railway system in the area. 


Tony Mason, Secretary, Huttonville Residents’ Association, complimented 


staff for an excellent report. He advised however, that his concerns 
remain with respect to access and potential traffic impact on Creditview 
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Road. It was his opinion that reducing the number of access points to 
Creditview Road to three will not solve the traffic situation and suggested 
that staff investigate the possibility of diverting the traffic to James Potter 
Road as an alternative solution. 


Joyce Rodriguez, Director, Huttonville Residents’ Association, was 
concerned about the safety of the neighbourhood. She stated that 
Creditview Road currently has a high volume of traffic and some of the 
drivers travel at high speeds with no regard for other vehicles, thereby 
endangering the lives of everyone who are on the road. She felt that the 
proposed development will bring higher traffic volumes and create additional 
danger on Creditview Road. Ms. Rodriguez was also concerned about the 
impact of the proposed development on the quality of life of the existing 
residents. With respect to the wildlife and the natural features of the 
community she stated the area is environmentally sensitive and its 
preservation should be given priority over development. 


Peter Orphanos, Chair, Sierra Club of Canada, Peel Region, was concerned 
about the impact of the proposed development on the environment. He 
stated the Sierra Club believes that development must accommodate the 
environment and that the ecological integrity of the area must be maintained 
at all cost. He views the recommendations for Creditview Road as premature 
and was of the opinion that the area between Queen Street and Steeles 
Avenue should be designated a local road. He felt that further dialogue was 
required with the area residents. He stressed that the proposed development 
will be opposed unless it has been vetted through the Natural Heritage 
Process by a professional environmental planner hired by the City. He 
outlined recommendations for consideration before final approval of the 
proposal. 


Jean Jamieson, 8227 Creditview Road, Brampton, agreed with the previous 
speakers and felt that the City would be putting ‘the cart before the horse’ if 
the proposal was approved at this stage. She stated that the area is 
considered to be environmentally sensitive and should be respected as 
such and not be compromised for the sake of development. She was of the 
Opinion that the staff proposal to divert traffic away from Creditview Road 
will not address the concerns expressed by residents with respect to 
potential traffic volume on Creditview Road. She views the proposal as 
premature and suggested that preservation of natural heritage and safety of 
the area residents be made a priority before approval of the proposal. 


Staff provided clarification with respect to a question regarding a temporary 
road from Queen Street West to James Potter Road and advised that through 
the staging and sequencing process the infrastructure will be in place as the 
block plan is developed.

Tony DeValentin, 46 Helios Place, Brampton, felt that the concerns 
previously stated at the public meeting stage of the process were not 
addressed, which includes technical issues such as the scale, massing 
and size of the proposed structure, the height of the minaret and the 
colour of the dome. He was concerned about the visual impact on the area 
residents which he felt will change the ‘dynamics’ of the neighbourhood. 
He commented that many residents who also had similar objections to the 
proposal were unable to attend the meeting because of the time it was 
being held. 


Rumina DeValentin, 46 Helios Place, Brampton, agreed with the previous 
speaker, adding that the matter should be dealt with at a later time to allow 
residents to address Committee. She felt that there was no compromise 
from the applicant with respect to the size of the structure and was 
concerned about the conditions in the staff recommendations and how this 
would be monitored. 


Ahsar Butt, 35 Ferncroft Place, Brampton, advised that he supports the 
proposal and requested that the application be approved as staff has 
stated in the report. He noted that all the appropriate studies were 
completed by the applicant and the proposal meets all the City’s 
requirements. As a growing community, he stressed the need for a 
mosque in Brampton where residents of the Islamic faith can worship 
together as a community. He submitted a petition in support of the 
proposal. 


Naseer Ahmad, Director, Anmadiyya Muslim Community, Maple, on behalf 
of the applicant, provided background information on an earlier proposal 
submitted to the City. He stated that the technical issues such as the 
scale, massing and size of the proposed structure were always an issue, 
and that they have made every effort to meet with the residents and staff 
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to address those concerns. He noted that they have worked with staff, 
that all the requirements of the City have been addressed which include, 
traffic, parking, shadows and lighting. He noted that all the conditions that 
are stated in the staff recommendation will be fulfilled and expected 
Committee to support the application. 


Naseem Mahdi, National President, AMI Canada, Maple, provided 
background information on the origin of the Anmadiyya Movement, the 
community, their teachings and beliefs. He felt that there is a lot of 
misconception about the religion and hoped that the proposed mosque will 
provide the opportunity for all residents to learn and understand the faith. 
He complimented staff on their professionalism in dealing with the 
application. 


Wendy Garbacz, 36 Clearview Court, Brampton, stated that there were 
many residents who would have liked to address Committee on the 
matter, but because of the time it was being held they were not being 
given that opportunity. She questioned how the existing community would 
benefit from the proposal and felt the site should be used to provide 
services that would benefit the surrounding neighbourhood. 


Discussion followed on the benefits the proposal would bring to the 
community and the concerns raised by residents and whether they have 
been addressed. 


Staff provided clarification with respect to questions from Committee 
regarding compliance by the applicant with the City’s requirements for the 
proposed structure and confirmed that the staff's decision to support the 
proposal was based on the comments received from all the agencies that 
are circulated for comments, and staff's analysis of the application. Staff 
explained that the conditions in the recommendations will be monitored 
through the site plan process and a development agreement between the 
applicant and the City will be put in place.

D. Public Meeting Reports 


D1. Report from P. Snape, Manager of Development Services, and C. 
Whittingham, Development Planner, Planning, Design and Development, 
dated July 13, 2007, re: Application to Amend the Official Plan and 
Zoning By-law — Candevcon Limited — Sri Guru Nanak Sikh Centre — 
32 Regan Road — Ward 2 (File C1W12.9). 


Members of the public present requested a presentation of the proposal. 


Ms. C. Whittingham, Development Planner, gave a presentation and 
provided details of the proposal to permit a place of worship in an existing 
industrial building at the subject site. 


Wally Diebling, 14 Christie Drive, Brampton, advised that he is opposed to 
the subject proposal. He owns the property located at 130 Van Kirk Drive, 
which is currently leased to Sherwin Williams Chemical Coatings. He 
explained that the location was chosen because of the nature of the 
business, which deals with chemicals and explosive materials etc., and 
needs to be in an industrial zone and isolated from the general public. He 
considers a place of worship use at that site as inappropriate. He was 
concerned about potential traffic congestion and parking problems that may 
result from the proposed use. He felt that industrial lands should not be 
rezoned for other uses. He was also concerned about the notification 
process with respect to the proposal and questioned why, as a registered 
land owner, he was not notified of the proposal. 


Gary Lad advised that he owns a business at 3 Lowery Drive, Brampton, 
which is also zoned industrial. His business deals with chemicals and that 
large trucks enter and exit the area throughout the day. He advised that 
there is a building next to his business that is used as a place of worship, 
and he has found it difficult to conduct business due to the hours of 
operation. He has to deal with traffic congestion on a daily basis as there 
are not enough parking spaces at the site for attendees resulting in parking 
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on Regan Road. He suggested that requests to rezone properties from 
industrial to permit other uses be reexamined because of the negative 
impact on existing industrial business. 


Neil Boynes advised that he presently operates a business on Fisherman 
Drive, but will be moving to Regan Road in the near future. He stated his 
objection to the subject proposal, as industrial lands are difficult to find that 
would accommodate certain types of industrial businesses. He informed 
Committee that he has tried to rezone lands that are zoned to allow a place of 
worship and was refused. He explained that the existing place of worship site 
on Lowery Drive is smaller than the Regan Road proposal and parking and 
traffic congestion is always an issue. If there was a need for emergency 
services at the site an emergency vehicle would not be able to enter the area 
because of the traffic congestion and street parking. He urged that the 
conversion of industrial lands to permit other uses not be encouraged 
because of the negative impact on the existing business in the area. 


Al Broekema advised that he has been operating a business at 45 Regan 
Road for the past ten years and he is opposed to the subject proposal. He 
agrees with the comments put forward by the previous speakers and 
emphasized that approval of this proposal would negatively impact the 
existing businesses in the area and send a message that the City does not 
support the industrial community. 


Davinder Mangat, 11 Hazelwood Drive, Brampton, was of the opinion that 
the proposed place of worship at Regan Road will alleviate the traffic 
congestion created at the existing place of worship at 99 Glidden Road. He 
advised that worship usually takes place on a Saturday and Sunday and 
therefore traffic congestion will not be an issue on Regan Road. 


Prabhjot Singh Sidhu, 5 Yellow Avens Boulevard, Brampton, informed 
Committee that the Sikh community in the area surrounding Regan Road 
needs a place of worship which would reduce attendance at the temple on 
99 Glidden Road. He agreed with the previous speaker that worship usually 
takes place on a Saturday and Sunday and traffic congestion will not be an 
issue on Regan Road or Glidden Road. 


Andrew Kania, Kania Lawyers, 223 Main Street North, Brampton, counsel 
for the applicant, reminded Committee that the Ontario Municipal Board has 
approved the location at 99 Glidden Road for a Sikh Centre which is also in 
an industrial zone. He was of the opinion that the proposal will have no 
major impact on the existing industrial businesses and requested that the 
proposal be approved. 
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Staff confirmed that the issues raised at this meeting will be addressed in the 
recommendation report which will be presented to Committee at a future date.

K. Dnamoon, 7 Bonnieview Court, Brampton, advised that she was 
speaking for the residents in the area of Spring Valley Court, Summit 
Ridge Court and Bonnieview Court. She was concerned that the number 
of homes being proposed will lead to loss of privacy, view and light, create 
overcrowding, noise, traffic and negatively impact the quality of life the 
residents enjoy and reduce the value of their homes for which they paid 
premiums. Should the proposal be approved, she suggested that no more 
than ten homes be considered. 


Robert Lafferty, 22 Summit Ridge Court, Brampton questioned what 
are the hours of operation for construction sites as workers are on 
the site until late at night. He was concerned about the size of lots, 
potential traffic and speeding, and the impact of the proposal on the 
value of the existing properties in the area. He also questioned why 
residents were not informed at the time of purchase of their homes 
that townhouses would be permitted in the area. 


Staff confirmed that the issues raised at this meeting will be addressed in 
the recommendation report which will be presented to Committee at a 
future date.

Report from A. Taranu, Manager, Urban Design and Public Buildings, 
and B. Steiger, Central Area Planner, Planning, Design and 
Development, dated July 23, 2007, re: City of Brampton — Central 
Area Community Improvement Plan 2007 (CIP 2007) — Lands 
Within the Downtown Brampton Secondary Plan and the Queen 
Street Corridor Secondary Plan — Wards 1, 3, 4 and 5 (File P75 
CE). 


Members of the public present requested a presentation of the proposal. 


Mr. Alex Taranu, Manager, Urban Design and Public Buildings, gave a 
presentation and provided details of the goals and objectives of the Central 
Area Community Improvement Plan (CIP). 


Victoria Karalus, 20 Royce Avenue, Brampton, was concerned about the 
development that is proposed for the north west corner of Sheard Avenue 
and Henderson Avenue and the impact on residents of Royce Avenue, 
Jessie Street and Elliot Street. She felt that they did not receive sufficient 
information on the subject proposal and requested that a separate public 
meeting be held for the residents of those streets. 


Bob Nutbrown, Co-Chair, Mayor's Round Table, 17 Mossbank Drive, 
Brampton, was supportive of the CIP and felt that the plan offers the 
opportunity to bring the much needed intensification that is required to build 
a balanced downtown core which would assist in the revitalization of the 
downtown. He agreed that traffic may be an issue but was confident that 
the City’s proposed AcceleRide program will alleviate this problem. 


Brian Bessey, owner of an insurance business at 103 Queen Street West, 
Brampton, was concerned about the impact of the CIP on the heritage 
features of the downtown. He also felt that it was important to consider 
environmental issues and questioned whether buildings that are registered 
with a Leadership in Energy and Environmental Design (LEED) 
certification will be recognized and receive additional rating by the CIP. 
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Christian Fisker, Spectrum Seniors Housing Development, Mississauga, 
stated that they are the developers of Greenway Retirement Village which 
is located the CIP area. The proposal is for 242 units, and through 
Development Incentive Program they were allocated 106 units. He was 
concerned that the proposed CIP does not clearly address their situation 
which meets the criteria of the current CIP and Development Incentive 
Program for unit allocation. He advised that he would like to continue to 
work with staff to resolve the situation through the proposed CIP. 


Patricia Hutajajan, 30 Longbourne Crescent, Brampton, was concerned 
that the proposed CIP would result in increased tax rates for which the 
residents of Brampton would have to pay. She suggested that if the 
program is approved that alternative methods should be considered that 
would not impact residents financially. 


Neil Davis, was of the opinion that the proposed CIP offers flexibility to 
Council to implement and design a program for the downtown that is 
beneficial to the City as a whole. He stressed that development of the 
downtown is critical in order to attract the type of businesses and 
investments necessary for the revitalization of the core area. He 
suggested that staff's proposal to activate only the Development Charge 
Incentive Program at this time be reconsidered. He felt that more than 
one program should be implemented at the same time, such as the fagade 
improvement program, which is currently shelved. He suggested one of 
the programs in the “toolbox” of incentive programs should be to offer 
property owners the option to defer property taxes for improvements to 
their property. He was of the opinion that cash-in-lieu of parkland received 
from developers be spent in the downtown. He also commented that the 
cap on the number of square footage allowed for commercial/office space 
in the Development Incentive Program is too low and should be increased, 
in particular if the intent is to attract a hotel/convention centre type use. 


Davinder Mangat, 11 Hazelwood Drive, Brampton, advised that he 
supports the revitalization of downtown Brampton and Queen Street 
Corridor but he was of the opinion that Chinguacousy Park should be 
included in the program. He also suggested that a better notification 
process is required to keep residents informed of development in the City. 


Dennis Taylor, 91 Jessie Street, Brampton, was concerned about the 
impact of development proposals on the existing communities. He felt that 
developments are being approved with no regard for the quality of life and 
the environment. 
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Shawn McDowell, 6 Holly Place, Brampton, was concerned about the 
manner in which the City is developing. He feels the City is a much less 
pleasant space to live now. It has sprawled and many residents do not 
think bigger is better. He is sad to see that every available green space 
given over to development, with little room to park cars 


Andrew DeGroot, 36 Rosedale Avenue, Brampton, on behalf of the 
Brampton Downtown Residents Association (BDRA) was concerned about 
the number and scale of the proposed developments for the downtown. 
He commented that the original plan was for 8 towers but the proposed 
CIP is encouraging the type of development that the BDRA feels is too 
large in scale and inappropriate for the downtown. 


Staff confirmed that the issues raised at this meeting will be addressed in 
the recommendation report which will be presented to Committee at a 
future date.

M. Plante, Brampton, was not in attendance for this item. 


Giulia Geraci, 3 Mapleview Avenue, Brampton, noted her disappointment 
that the subject proposal was being considered after all the concerns 
raised by the residents. The scale of the proposal, the volume of traffic 
and public safety were a major concern. She stated that Bramalea Road 
and Sandalwood Parkway have been widened but these roads will not be 
able to accommodate any additional traffic. Sunnymeadow Boulevard is 
already congested with school traffic and a senior living centre and there 
will be additional traffic from the new hospital when it opens later this year. 
As an example of the traffic congestion on Bovaird Drive, she informed 
Committee that on the weekends the police are required to direct traffic at 
the Fortinos’ location on Bovaird Drive and Mountainash Road. She 
reiterated that the area residents do not want a commercial plaza at that 
location. 
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Discussion took place regarding the issues raised by the delegation. Staff 
responded that these concerns were expressed at the public meeting 
stage of the application and are addressed within the report. Staff 
confirmed that the appropriate traffic studies have been completed and 
reviewed and any outstanding issues will be addressed through the site 
plan approval process. With respect to the other issues raised staff 
indicated that there is a number of conditions in the recommendation 
before Committee that the applicant must fulfill prior to the approval of the 
Official Plan Amendment and enactment of the Zoning by-law. Committee 
questions 


In response to a question from Committee regarding noise impact on the 
senior centre on Sunnymeadow Boulevard, staff advised that truck access 
will be prohibited from Sunnymeadow Boulevard and that appropriate 
buffering, screening and landscaping will be in place and will also assist in 
minimizing the noise from the site.

The presentation made by staff is for Items D6, D7, D8 and DY. 


Ms. Michelle Gervais, Development Planner, explained that the four 
proposed draft plans of subdivision lie within the boundaries of Sub-Area 5 
Block Plan of the Credit Valley Secondary Plan. The Block Plan will 
provide a unique ‘community core’ at the intersection of James Potter 
Road and Bonnie Braes Drive with land uses which will create a landmark 
community for the City, while maintaining the natural heritage features and 
rural character of the area. Ms. Gervais provided details of the four 
proposals which included the location, housing types and access to the 
proposed subdivisions. 


After the presentation by staff on Items D6, D7, D8, and D9, residents 
expressed concerns and provided comments as follows: 


Mr. Dean Gowland, 8420 Creditview Road, Brampton, advised that he 
does not support any development proposal in the area that would impact 
negatively traffic on Creditview Road. He felt that the road is narrow and 
is already used extensively without the potential traffic increase the 
proposed development would bring. He was concerned about possible 
accidents as residents sometimes back onto the road to get out of their 
driveways. 


Ms. Kathy Herman, 48 Sterritt Drive, Brampton, advised that the subject 
proposal is adjacent to her home and a proposal for high density 
residential and a place of worship is not conducive to the existing 
community. She explained that there is a place of worship already in 
existence on Chinguacousy Road and the area residents are impacted by 
the traffic congestion and the lack of parking on days of worship. She was 
concerned about the lack of schools for the area as the existing schools 
are overcrowded. She requested clarification with respect to use of the 
‘reserve block’. 


Mr. Pardeep Karlra, 2 Drinkwater Road, Brampton, expressed concerns 


regarding the proposal for high density residential homes. He felt the area 
is already crowded, that the schools in the vicinity cannot accommodate 
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anymore children and the existing place of worship creates too much 
traffic congestion. He questioned what type of commercial uses will be 
permitted at the corner of Chinguacousy Road and Queen Street West. 


Mr. Tony Mason, 6 Huttonville Drive, Brampton, was concerned about the 
impact of the proposals on Creditview Road. He requested clarification 
with respect to the size of the 30 foot lots being proposed, as it was his 
understanding that the size of the lots that were approved for Creditview 
Road through the Block Plan process ranged from 35 feet to 70 feet in 
width. 


Ms. Janet Richards, 55 Hood Crescent, Brampton, was concerned about 
the impact of the proposal on Chinguacousy Road. She considers traffic 
congestion a major issue and was of the opinion that the existing 
infrastructure cannot support the volume of residents that would be 
moving into the area. 


Mr. George Kee, 8261 Walnut Road, Brampton, requested assurance that 
the services and infrastructure such as the completion of James Potter 
Road will be completed before occupancy of the homes in the proposed 
subdivisions. He questioned how the unit allocation for the proposed 
subdivisions fits in the City’s development cap process. 


Ms. Sue Martins, 47 Sterritt Drive, Brampton, requested an explanation of 
a ‘reserve block’ and ‘live/work units’. She questioned when development 
would begin and whether the proposals would have any traffic impact on 
Chinguacousy Road. 


Ms. Jean Jamieson, 8277 Creditview Road, Brampton, stated that she has 
advised staff of her concerns for Creditview Road through previous 
correspondence. She reiterated those concerns and requested that the 
impact of the proposal on Creditview Road and the community be 
reconsidered. She suggested that when development begins, a process 
is required that would monitor the commitments that are being given to the 
area residents with respect the traffic levels and the natural environment 
being maintained. 


Mr. Marc Winters, 180 Drinkwater Road, Brampton, felt the rural character 
of Creditview Road should be maintained and questioned how does a high 
density residential proposal fit in a rural community. 


Mr. Mike Zillman, 8254 Creditview Road, Brampton, stated that he cannot 
understand how traffic will not be impacted on Creditview Road and how 
the rural character of the community will be maintained with a proposal for 
high density residential in the area. 
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Ms. Sharon Van Hout, 8391 Creditview Road, Brampton, was of the 
Opinion that James Potter Road will not alleviate the potential traffic 
congestion that the subject proposals would bring into the area. The daily 
traffic volume on Creditview Road at the moment is not all from within the 
community. She questioned how the rural character of the community will 
be maintained with developments such as the subject proposals. 


Staff confirmed that the issues raised at this meeting will be addressed in 
the recommendation report which will be presented to Committee at a 


future date.

Mr. Adrian Smith, Director of Planning and Land Development Services, 
provided background information on a proposal by the Brampton Caledon 
Community Living (BCCL) to operate a group home at 32 Valleyside Trail. 
BCCL is a non-profit organization which is funded by the Ministry of 
Community and Social Services and it was confirmed by the Ministry that 
funding will be provided for this home. 


Mr. Smith stated that group homes are licensed by the Province and 
explained the City’s role in the process. Group homes are required to be 
registered with the City and an application to register the subject home as a 
Group Home Type 1 was received by the City. He confirmed that the 
location meets the zoning requirements. He outlined the process for 
registration, which includes a public notification process and an Open 
House for the area residents. A building permit has been issued to facilitate 
the required alterations in preparation to meet the requirements of the 
registration process and operation of the group home. However, final 
approval of the group home rests with the Ministry. 
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Mr. Peter McLeod, 24 Valleyside Trail, Brampton, considers Valleyside 
Trail to be an executive, upscale and exclusive neighbourhood. He 
advised that when the residents purchased their homes, they signed a 
restrictive covenant agreement which states that commercial activity and 
such uses as a rooming house are not allowed on the properties in the 
Valleyside Trail area for the next 20 years. He was shocked to learn that 
the home was being renovated to be used as a group home. He said that 
the residents had no knowledge of the proposal until they saw the 
renovations taking place. He was of the opinion that the proposed group 
home is inappropriate and out of character for the neighbourhood and 
requested that all building renovations be terminated until the residents’ 
concerns are addressed. 


Mr. Lou Neir, 13 Valleyside Trail, Brampton, indicated that he supports the 
previous speaker. He was of the opinion that the restrictive covenants is a 
City document which was confirmed by the home builder. He questioned 
the status of the covenant now that a group home is being proposed for 
the site. He believes that the City has an obligation to notify the residents 
at the time of purchase of their homes whether there is a possibility that a 
group home would be proposed for the area. Mr. Neir thanked Committee 
for the opportunity to express his concerns. 


Mr. Baldev Nall, 42 Valleyside Trail, Brampton, questioned why the 
building permit was not displayed on the building before the renovations 
began. He views the proposed group home use as a business and felt 
that residents should have been notified of the zoning change to allow a 
business. He questioned whether he would be allowed to operate a 
business such as ‘body shop’ from his home. He wondered whether 
residents will be assured that criminals will not be living at the group home 
and what impact this would have on the children in the community. 


Mr. Tony Morraci, 38 Valleyside Trail, Brampton, stated that the proposed 
group home will impact the community and requested that all building 
renovations be terminated until the residents’ concerns are addressed. 
He considered the area to be a prestige community and was of the 
understanding that the restrictive covenants he signed did not permit such 
uses as lodging houses, boarding houses, group homes, a business or a 
charitable institution. He was of the opinion that the covenant was 
registered on title at the land registry to prevent the proposed use. He 
feels that it is in the City’s best interest to intervene and prevent a ‘breach 
of contract ‘ and urged the City through the registration process to ensure 
that the restrictive covenants remain in effect as stated in the agreement 
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signed by the area residents. He provided photographs to Committee of 
some of the renovations that have taken place at the home. Mr. Morraci 

thanked Ohi Izirein, Policy Planner for his understanding and cooperation 
in this matter. 


Mr. Mike Ghafoor, 22 Valleyside Trail, Brampton, was of the opinion that 
Council has been aware of the proposed group home for several months and 
failed to inform the residents. He feels that the residents were abandoned by 
the City’s inaction on this matter and had to walk door to door to inform other 
residents of the proposal. He questioned why the building permit was not 
displayed on the building before the renovations began. He claims that the 
renovations have been going on at odd hours of the day and night and he has 
complained to the area Councillors about noise but no action was taken. 
After reviewing the definition of a Group Home Type 1, Mr. Ghafoor is 
convinced that the proposed operation is for profit. He feels that group home 
residents are exploited by the operators and the Province ‘turns a blind eye’. 
With respect to the restrictive covenant document his understanding is that it 
is a legally binding document. 


Mr. Orlando da Silva Santos, 15 Valleyside Trail, Brampton, expressed the 
opinion that the restrictive covenants signed by the residents is not entirely 
a private matter between the developer and the homeowner as the City is 
claiming. He feels that the City is in a position and has the authority to 
address the issue. It was clear to him that the residents were not provided 
the opportunity for input on BCCL’s proposal of a group home in the 
community. The building permit was only posted when the residents 
complained and questioned what was taking place. He agreed that BCCL 
is a registered charity, but questioned how are they able to purchase a 
property worth $700,000.00 to be used for charitable purposes. According 
to Mr. Santos, the view of residents is that the City is aiding and abetting 
BCCL’s proposal and as a result BCCL has shown no respect to the 
residents. He concluded that the residents had no warning that a group 
home was going to be built in their executive community and they should 
have had an opportunity to discuss the proposal. 


A resident was concerned about the noise and frequency of ambulances 
and TransHelp vehicles coming into the community. She was of the 
opinion that the proposed group home is inappropriate in the community 
and should be located elsewhere. 


Legal Services staff provided clarification and advised that the restrictive 
covenant on title was put in by the developer and is a private matter 
between the developer and the homeowner. The City would have no 
authority or legal standing to enforce the issue. The City’s role is 
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restricted to the Zoning By-law which allows a Group Home Type 1 in 
most residential zones. With respect to the issuance of a building permit, 
legal staff advised that if, in the opinion of the chief building official, BCCL 
complied with the Building Code requirements and all applicable law under 
the Building Code Act, then the chief building official had no discretion to 
refuse to issue the permit. Private restrictive covenants are not included 

in the definition of "applicable law" in the Building Code. 


Committee confirmed that staff will address the concerns raised by 
residents at this meeting and a report will be presented at the Planning, 
Design and Development Committee Meeting on November 5, 2007.

Mr. Pier Luigi De Dasperis, 8399 Mississauga Road, Brampton, was 
concerned about the impact on his property when Financial Drive is 
extended. Staff clarified that concerns and comments on Financial Drive 
will be addressed through the environmental assessment (EA) process 
required for the portion of Financial Drive located within the proposed 
subdivision. 


Ms. Josephine Polcari, 8383 Mississauga Road, Brampton, requested 
consideration for the existing residents in the community.

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Item G2 was brought forward and dealt with at this time. 


Mr. Tony Morraci, 38 Valleyside Trail, Brampton, advised that when the 
residents purchased their homes on Valleyside Trail, they signed a restrictive 
covenant agreement which prohibits a charitable institution use, such as the 
proposed group home. The covenant has been registered on title at the land 
registry office and it was Mr. Morraci’s opinion that the City has always been 
aware of the covenant. He felt that it is in the City’s best interest to intervene 
and prevent a ‘breach of contract’ as the proposed group home is unlawful. 
He believes that the City has an obligation to notify the residents at the time 
of purchase of their homes whether there is a possibility that a group home 
would be proposed for the area. He claims that the residents had no 
knowledge of the proposal until they saw the renovations taking place. He 
questioned why the building permit was not displayed on the building before 
the renovations began. Mr. Morraci was also concerned about the well being 
of the residents who would be living at the proposed group home. He 
believes that the residents would have difficulty integrating with the 
community, as there is little in the form of community amenities to offer them. 


Orlando da Silva Santos, 15 Valleyside Trail, Brampton, advised that he was 
speaking on behalf of the residents of Valleyside Trail. He acknowledged that 
action has been taken on some of the concerns raised at the previous meeting 
with respect to exterior renovations at the home. He felt that the residents were 
misled because all the information provided at the time of purchase of their 
properties indicated that the properties were ‘single family dwellings’. He was of 
the opinion that If the City is unable to protect and support homeowners, 
restrictive covenants should not be allowed, as the homeowners expectation is 
that the covenant is a legally binding document. He commented that the 
restrictive covenant should be examined as part of the process when issuing a 
building permit and that the consultation with the community should occur 
before the permit is issued. He questioned why the building permit was not 
displayed and whether the City wanted to ‘hide’ the proposal from the 
community because a mistake may have been made. He was also concerned 
about the maintenance of the property, since the owner will not be in residence 
and the staff may be changing constantly. 


Mr. Frank Longo, an area resident, advised that the area residents are upset 
about the proposed group home and that if a mistake was made by the City 
with respect the proposed group home, action should now be taken to rectify 
that mistake. 


Staff provided clarification with respect to the issues raised by the residents 
and advised that the group home is a permitted use at the subject location. 

Group homes are licensed by the Province but are required to be registered 
to operate in the City subject to meeting the requirements of the Zoning and 
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Registration By-laws. With respect to the issuance of a building permit, staff 
advised that the City issues building permits in accordance with the Building 
Code requirements and all applicable law under the Building Code Act. 

Staff explained that Private restrictive covenants are not included in the 
definition of "applicable law" in the Building Code and therefore a restrictive 
covenant is not one of the factor used to determine the issuance of a 
building permit. 


Discussion followed and included the following:

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Item L1 was brought forward and dealt with at this time. 


Ms. Jacqueline Ridgway, 24 Allendale Road, Brampton, advised that she 
does not support the parking of oversized vehicles in residential areas 
because of safety reasons. She explained that it is difficult to see 
oncoming vehicles when large vehicles such as trailers, boats, and school 
buses are parked in driveways and on the street. She was concerned 
about the number of commercial vehicles that are parked on residential 
driveways and sometimes feels that she is living in a commercial area. 


Mr. Ewen McDonald, 14 Alderway Avenue, Brampton, provided written 
comments of his concerns to Committee. He requested that consideration 
be given to seniors who mostly own ‘van-type’ recreational vehicles for the 
benefit of their health and leisure. He felt that several factors need to be 
considered that would determine the size and weight of vehicles such as 
an attached spare wheel. He was of the opinion that the proposed 
amendment was not sufficiently communicated to the public and 
requested that all the issues be addressed before approval. 


Mr. Reg Tucker, 97 Ambleside Drive, Brampton, advised that he owns a 
‘Roadtrek’ which is modified mini-van used as an RV. He informed 
Committee that his vehicle is not an eyesore, that he keeps it clean, that no 
one on his street has voiced any objections and he should be allowed to 
park it on his driveway. He confirmed that the vehicle would not fit in his 
garage. 


In response to comments from Committee with respect to the size and type 
of vehicles that are being recommended for approval, staff explained that 
the maximum dimensions for the type of vehicles that are considered 
oversized are 7.5 ft in height and 17.7 ft in length. These dimensions will 
prevent vehicles such as large tractor-trailer trucks and cube vans used for 
commercial purposes from parking in residential driveways, but will permit 
the smaller school buses to park on the driveway. 


Discussion followed and included the following: 

e whether vehicles that are modified to meet accessibility requirements 
need to be allowed to park in residential driveways 

e concerns that some of the large vehicles that are used as the primary 
vehicle on a daily basis by residents are being excluded by the 
dimensions for oversized vehicles staff is recommending 

e proposed by-law amendment should clarify that vehicles that are used 
by the homeowner as the primary vehicle even though they may be 
considered oversized should be allowed to park on the driveway 

e the size of one’s driveway should be a determining factor on whether an 
oversized vehicle should be allowed to park on the driveway 
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many residents use vehicles that are considered oversized for 
employment purposes such as landscaping business 

whether the dimensions being recommended in the staff report are 
reasonable, and the impact of considering an increased overall 
dimension of 8.5 ft in height and a length of 22 ft.

Staff provided clarification with respect to size, weight, length and type of 
vehicles that would be allowed to park on residential properties. Staff 
explained that the definition of an oversized vehicle does not differentiate 
between personal vehicles and commercial vehicles, and vehicle weight is 
not an appropriate determining factor. Staff recommends that height and 
length should be used to define an oversized vehicle and if vehicles fall 
within the approved height and length limits, whether commercial or 
personal, they should be allowed to park on residential properties. Staff 
emphasized that where the intent of the by-law is being maintained, owners 
of vehicles that exceed the recommended height and length limits have the 
option to apply to Committee of Adjustment for a minor variance.
